CHINESE LA!OR_.OUHOII.

Iy the steamer Coptic, arriving here
on Wednesday last, there came fnter
enting news for those connected with
plantations, sugar production and dis-
tribution, which means practically
everybody In the Territory of Hawall,

Both Congressman Hity, and Gover
nor Taft, of the Philippines, express
the opinlon that Chinese laborers who
are now In the Philippines cannot be
provented from golng to the Mainland,
Equally they eannot be excluded from

5| Hawall, nor can the Chinese who are

now In Hawall be prohibited from go-
Ing to the Mainiand. This opinion, If
upheld by the Supreme Court,  will
have a bearing upon at least half a
milllon of Oriental laborers, and per
haps upon three times that anumber.
The exact number of Chinese In the
Philippines is unknown, and all estim:
ated are merely guess wark for they
are scattered throughout the length
and hreadth of the group where it is
utterly  mpossible to keep track of
them.

The Bulletin has been advised for
wome time past that the law read as in
torpreted by Reprosentative Hitt and
Governor Taft, and that residents of
the Philippines, when those islands
pussed Into  American  possession.
conld no more be exeluded from Ha-
wall than the Porto Ricans. Moreover,
that all the exclusion laws that Con-
gress can pass will not Keep the Chi
nese In American insular possesslons
from going to the Mainland should
they care to do so. This may result
In an exodus from Hawall for more
Chineso are Hkely to leave Hawall for
the Mainland than would eare to go,
probably, from the far away Philip

That the number of Chinese In Ha-
wall has been decremsiog I well
known, The exodus has probably been
larger than people are generally awnre
of, but It has been felt to such an ex-
tent by Chinese merchants doing busi.
nesd, that many of them closed and
nre closlng up thelr businesses for the
purpose elther of returning to China
or of going to the Pacific const. These
merchants claim that Japanese labor
ers and Japanese storekeepers are
supplanting the Chinese. If this bo
true, and there Is no reason to doubt
It. the Inference would appear to be
that Hawall Is not & good enough place
tor a Chinaman to live in.

In consequence of the elim-
ipatlon of county organization it Is
thoroughly orlginel but ean hardly be
clnssed as practical. There |s ltile
doubt that Mr. Dickey's scheme would
Inereass taxation as It would practical
Iy prevent the reduction in Territorial
official force and expenge which a com.
plete munleipal program makes cer
tain. It contemplates keeping Intact
the present full Territorial machinery
for the government of the country dis
tricts whereas the complete municipal
plan will wipe out a great many of the

WAIKIKI RAPID TRANSIT.

Until funds are avallable for the
widening of the Walkikl road from the
King streot turn to Kaplolani Park it
in to be hoped that the right of way for

the Rapld Transit lHnes on that thor
oughfare will be delayod,

The Rapid Transit Company has
many foreible arguments to offer In Its
own behalf, arguments that appeal to
n large number of cltizgens, The sor
viee of the company ls modern in
every respect. The Walkikl beach re
mogcts are the popular outing places of
the city and a good rallway servico
would add to the pleasure and comfort
of a very Inrge number of resldents
and visitors.

The Walkiki road however is the
only bonlevard of the clty. King street
toward Palama (s given over to the
Chinese sectlon and the tracks of the
street rallways. A drive along that
route Is anything but attractive, Bere
tania stroot toward Walalae has pos
sibilities as & driveway but with the
present  depleted  condition  of the
troasury there is little prospect of its
being developed. The Walkiki rond
furnishies the only avenue out of the
city that has been developed to ony
thing approaching & popular bovle
vard. To put another street raflway
track on this rond now means the prac
tical destroctlon of the avenue for
comfortable driving purposes. This I
particularly true of the section from
the Hawallan Hotel Annex to the
terminue of the Tramways tracks.
With another track on that portion of
the road wery little open roadway
would remain, The Ala Moana road
conld be usad up to this point but at
the present time thers is no practical
way of relleving the congestion on the
Inst wtreteh of the Walkiki road,

It Is to be regretted that wise Chi.
nese gardoners hold thelr garden truck
At such a high valuation as to block
the Transit Company in carrying Its
trackn through n section of the oity
outskirts that Is nelther a thing of
beauty nor a joy forever and Indesd
furnished an entirely feasible rallway
route to Walkikl. Hnt this Chinaman's
action furnishes no competent argu
ment for the Government to make a
second Palama out of the oity’s only
remaining suburban driveway. Private
enterprise has on hand the construe
tion of a speedway through the Wal
Zikl rice patches to the park. Hut
when this takes shape it may be. other
Chinamen will discover that thelr
truck gardens are of more Importance
than the conv and pl e of
the publie. Thus the prospect of any
other driveway to the park and the
beaches becomes purely spoculative,

So far as the Rapld Teansit ls con-
cerned the same purposes would be
served by carrying the tracks along
the Beretanla street route and reach-
Ing the park by the ““White rond.” The
superiority of the company’s service le
such that the trade will follow the
lines of the road whichever way they
may go,

Thomas Brackett Heed took no part
nod It was rumored that benator Han
na had glven the former Speaker of
the House n plece of his mind in con
soquence.
